FLEXIBLE  SCHEDULING  COMMITTEE 

Flexible  Scheduling  is  an  innovative  system  of 
scheduling  which  was  set  up  at  Lick  several  years 
ago.     This  system  of  scheduling  is  based  upon  25 
modules  a  day,  each  module  lasting  15  minutes. 
Classes  may  meet  at  different  times  on  different 
days  of  the  week,  and  each  class  may  last  from  2 
to  8  modules .    Each  student  has  varying  amounts 
of  unscheduled  time  that  he  can  schedule  as  he  de- 
sires.   Students  often  use  their  unscheduled  time 
to  study,  consult  with  teachers,  or  participate  in 
various  athletic  programs  in  the  school's  gym. 
The  scheduling  for  the  school  is  done  entirely  by 
the  Flexible  Scheduling  Committee  which  is  com- 
posed of  interested  students  from  the  student  body. 
No  computers  are  used;  just  pencils,  paper,  crea- 
tive ability,  and  plenty  of  aspirin.
